Five Days’ Attack. 


From Tokio comes the text of a series of 
reports by General Nogi on the attack upon Port 
Arthur from Oct. 30 te Nov. 3 inclusive. “The 
five days’ fighting gave the Japanese a number 
of distinct gains which, states the correspondent, 
will materially shorten the defensive power of 
the garrison. At sundown on the 30th ult. the 
Japanese had possessed themselves of the counter- 
scarps of Songshushan, Erlungshan, and the 
north fort cf East Kikwangshan, and destroye 1 
some of the Russian machine-guns which were 
being used for flank defence. Later in the 
evening the Japanese were driven from the 
forts, but General Ichinoye at the head of 
his men retook them and made the occu- 
pation ‘certain. One of the forts, known as 
"p le: has since been named Ichinoye, 
after the Japanese general who recaptured it 
At this fort the Japanese captured three field- 
guns, two machine-guns, three torpedoes, and 


many other trophies The enemy left forty 
| dead Another portion of the besieging 
forces captured a fort lying north-west of East 
Kikwangshan. On the 31st the harbour and 


dockyard were bombarded with heavy and naval 
guns, and the gun-boat Gi/rak was hit several 
times. Two steamers were sunk, and а some 
what extensive conflagration occurred in the 
vicinity of the pier. Two more steamers wer 
sunk on Nov. 1, and another on the 2nd. 
On the latter day two great explosions were 
heard near Yuan-pao-feng, apparently indica- 
ting that. magazines were being blown up. At 
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noon on Noy. 3 a vigorous bombardment with 
naval guus was directed against the East 


Harbour, the dockyard, and other points, result- 
in a fierce conflagration near the East Harbour, 
which raged from 12.15 to 4 o'clock.. The same 
day large-calibre guns were directed against 
“H” Fort, 200 Mètre Height, and the north-west 
watch-tower, where ћеауу датасе was caused.

Striking Incidents of the Siege.

Cultivation of Land after Turnips. 

It is within the bounds of possibility that the next few 
years will witness a decisive change in the time and manner 
of preparing turnip land for the succeeding cereal crop. 
The notable defect of the existing custom is the late period 

| of the year at which the land, or, at all events, a very large 
| proportion of it, is cleared of the root crop, thus rendering

is no agent, natural or equal to frost for 
а ing Ње soil and paving the way for the 

ation of a perfect tilth, and it is reasonable to 
suggest that it is worth while sacri а good deal in the 
way of convenience in отдет to obtain its influence, If the 
attainment of the powerful assistance of frost is to be 
made a leading object in the course adopted, it will be 
necessary to have access to the land by about the middle 
of February. It is desirable that it should be ploughed 
in time to permit of its c "Gr th: hout the whole 
of March, which means t all roots that cannot be 
covered by the hurdles by the third week of February 
should be pulled and stored for consumption elsewhere, 
pep on fallow land. It may confidently be expected 
that this proposition will fail to commend itself to many 
farmers. Not only will they oj it because of the extra 
labour that it involves in lifting and carting the roots— 
for the system usually entails two handlings of the crop— 
but great stress will be laid upon the loss of the manure 
resulting from the hurdling system. The manurial effects 
are set down as one of the principal advan of the 
hurdling system, particularly on thin, sharp land, and there 
will be a widespread disposition to regard the benefits 
derived in this way as of superior importance to the 
influences of a good seed-bed, with the result that the 
present method will be abandoned with the utmost 
reluctance, if at all. Ти exceptional cases this extimate 
of the relative merits of the two systems may be near the 
mark; but in normal conditions we think there can be 
little doubt that the benefits derivable from the action of 
the frost upon the upturned soil, and the consequent 
better tilth, considerably surpass any that can be traced 
to the influence of the manure, at any rate in so far as 
the immediately succeeding crop is concerned. Sheep 
“manure is highly nutritious and quick in its action, and 
admittedly increases the weight of the yield; but, surely, 
if the turnip crop had been manured according to its 
needs, there should be sufficient residue left in the soil 
to satisfy the needs of the following cereal, 
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Crop Trouble in Fow:s. 
RREGULAR feeding, or overfeeding with hard, 
dry corn, is very liable to cause crop trouble. Over- 
distension by giving too large a quantity of grain after 
a long fast, or mechanical obstruction on account of 
some indigestible substance blocking the e from 
the crop to the gizzard, is a common cause. Where no 
regard is paid to the hours of feeding, and large quantities 
of grain, such as Indian corn, poor oats, barley are 
thrown down, some fowls will be sure to gorge themselves 
greedily with it. As soon as the grain is put within reach 
they rush eagerly at it, and eat all they can a mouthful at 
atime. This is unnatural; a fowl should pick up a grain, 
and not a mouthful at once. The bird, stimulated by the 
presence of the others, swallows as much as possible, over- 
fills its crop, and then has what in the human being would 
be called **a pain in the chest." By instinct the bird has 
recourse to waterto remove it; but food can er d pass to the 
gizzard as that organ empties itself of the stuff previously 
init. In the meantime it swells, and causes distension of 
the crop. From the frequent occurrence of this there is а 
loss of digestive powers; the gizzard has become large, 
weak, and flaccid, unable to dispose of the food rm in 
it. Appetite ceases and thirst inereases; the fowl drinks 
to the last, and dies. If the part is merely swollen, a good 
remedy is to pour a tablespoonful of neat gin or brandy, 
or strong salt-water, down the bird's throat, and to 
starve it for a day—i.e,, from one breakfast-time until the 
next, Then feed it sparingly with soft food three times a 
day, mixing some finely chopped raw onion in it. If this 
plan fail to effect a cure, operation is necessary, which had 
better be performed by an expert. 
Chicken-Brooder, 

Since giving details of certain poultry-yard appliances 
which I saw at the Dairy Show a few weeks ago, several 
inquiries have reached me concerning a brooder bearing a 
very good character, especially in Lancashire. It is made 
by a North-country firm, by the way, and is undoubtedly a 
most useful appliance. The ventilating is on the most 
scientific lines, and not a suspicion of draught can possibly 
reach the birds, or have any ill-effect on the lamp. It has 
not a single ventilating hole im its outer walls, yet u 
current of pure fresh air is allowed to pass continually 
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
